THE RACE THAT WAS AND THE ONE THAT WASN’T 


Last weekend a record crowd of motorcycle fans witnessed one of the 
remaining spectacles of racing. The DirtDiggers Motorcycle Club’s Grand 
(actually a long scrambles) almost evolved from a local, District 37 competition 
into an international status event. 

Only almost. For the six international riders who came and gave us ali he 
America a new standard of racing excellence to strive for, may not ever Ti 
at least not to Hopetown. 

The DirtDiggers may not be the hardest American club to deal with, but they 
have got to rank among five or six finalists, A Motorcycle club generally spreads its 
responsibility among its members so thinly that, in case of a lawsuit or other cor- 
porate unpleasantness, nobody has to take the blame. Since the clubs mainly exist to 
ride for fun and put on races, the organization is informal and no one person, even 
the president, has the power to commit the club to any agreement without the consent 
of the members. So when the DirtDiggers agreed to pay the international riders 
expense money for coming to Hopetown and later reneged, on the reasonable premise 
that they would probably win all the prize money anyway, there was nobody to sue. 

At that point Mr, Edison Dye, the U.S, Husqvarna Distributor who has all the. 
international riders under contract here, decided to put on a race the same weekend ` 
in the San Diego area, and turn all the proceeds over to the boys. That’s free ènter- 
prise and the American Way. Wes Cooley, the newly-elected president of MICUS 
(Motorcycle International Competition in the U,S,, the F.I.M., governing body here), 
saw that Dye got a sanction and nothing anyone could say or do seemed able to pre- 
vent the two events from proceeding on their spiteful course. 

Finally the DirtDiggers, seeing that Dye wasn't bluffing, ponied up the starting 
money that was originally promised(it is said that ABC TV's Wide World of Sports 
kicked in). Meantime the local Jawa-CZ distributor, who hasn't been famous for his 
love of the sport, persuaded the factory to order its riders not to ride Dye’s event. 
Then in jumped Cycle World, the European enthusiast’s leading magazine, with an 
offer to pay Dye’s promotional expenses if he would call off the San Diego Moto- 
cross. Finally, in an all-night session last Thursday, Dye capitulated, ‘for the good 
of the sport,’’ and postponed his event, 

It was too late to warn hundreds of enthusiasts who hadalready made plans to 
watch or ride the San Diego affair. And it was too late to salvage much of the U.S. 
reputation for square dealing. Said CZ team manager Chris Lavery after the Thurs- 
day night session, ‘I’ve taken teams to race in Russia and I thought Pd met the 
limit in guys who can’t give you a straight answer. But these Californians! One 
person tells you one thing and the next one denies it and tells you another!” 

So who were the bad guys in this little “spectacle behind the spectacle”? In my 
not-unconsidered opinion there were no evil thoughts lurking in any of the men’s 
minds. Edison Dye was only looking after the welfare of his riders, who are no 
better off economically than our own professional racers. Wes Cooley rightly 
reasoned that the sport would support two nearly identical events the same weekend, 
over 100 miles apart. The DirtDiggers club didn’t expect to make a large profit 
from Hopetown weekend and anything they did to salvage their event is probably 
forgiveable. 

Thank heavens, and we hope Mr. Lavery takes heart, this weekend’s Prospectors 
International Moto-Cross, at which the Europeans will meet The Californians again 
on a different course, is not likely to get fouled up in back-room negotiations, 


HOW THEY DID IT TO US 


$ Watching the European riders race, three elements of style seemed to set them 
distinctly apart from our riders. 1) They didn't waste time in speed-consuming 
slides. Whereas our aces, would slide, beautifully and spectacularly, around the 
radius of the turns, the пуррае slid only a few degrees to set up for a straight 
shot across the chord of the turn, then a short slide to set up for the exit, and 
W.F.O, until the next bend in the course.

They spend their 
hard earned money for the motorcycles 
and admissions that keep the distribu- 
tors, dealers and promoters getting 
fatter. 

In the past we have only had the oppor- 
tunity to read about or look at pictures 
of the European “World” Champions. 
These riders are supported by European 
manufacturers who sell the majority of 
their motorcycles in the U.S., yet until 
last year we had never seen one of them, 
A rather odd situation. Finally, last 
year at the Dirtdiggers Hopetown event 
(the biggest entry list in the world, Iam 
told) we had the pleasure of seeing 
Torsten Hallman, World’s 250 Moto 
Cross Champion. Certainly anyone who 
saw him in action was convinced of his

the part of our beloved AMA (and the 
Dirtdiggers?) cheated us out of seeing 
him in action against our finest.

Would you believe that we could have a real moto-cross here in 
this country complete with huge crowds like Europe? We did Sunday at 
Hopetown. Come 2 p.m. we were told that there were 25,000 paid ad- 
missions through the gate by that time and traffic was still stacked 
up. Earlier, the Husky team got caught in it and the club had to re- 
verse the first of the pro heats because they weren’t ready. 

As usual, it was the most fantastic of two days. You come away 
barely remembering who did what to who and where and in what race! 
Impressions are so numerous that you can’t remember half of them two 
hours later, only some of the highlights: 

The first man through the mudhole (how about swamp?) and up the 
sandwash Saturday was Hodaka-mounted Don Afflack who ended up 
winner of the 100cc Novice class, with second man Tip Rahm manag- 
ing to pass him only once, but riding great. Jack Morgan, the trail bike 
desert ace being done in by Keith Mashbum, a scrambles rider on a 
Bultaco Lobito in the 100 Expert event.

Torsten 
Hallman of Sweden, Husqvarna, back for 
his second Corriganville is a more con- 
trolled looking rider and is as fast as 
the C-Z's in the 250 class, but the 500 
class was a different story. The 360 
(380) C-Z is a real goer. Until Joel 
Robert's bike had troubles Sunday it was 
without a doubt the fastest thing out 
there, He and team-mates DeCoster and 
Dave Bickers were unbelievable— Robert 
using trees for bank shots; Roger De 
Coster coming out of the sandwash on 
the rear wheel, front wheel sideways and 
wheelieing up the straight past the score 
tower; Robert down the wash signalling 
“thumbs up’”’ to the crowd while doing a 
wheelie; Dave Bickers in the deep sand of 
the first section floating through it and 
then the front end momentarily plowing 
deep and Bickers immediately pulling up 
the front end under full throttle and 
riding the rear wheel out of the deep 
stuff, An observation: the Europeans all 
ride the same way, often looking com- 
pletely out-of-control (but not) and when 
in trouble they use tull power instantly, 
with lots of body English to controltheir 
superbly-handling mounts while our rid- 
ers on modified street bikes in the rough 
doing the same thing would crash out of 
shape in a big tangle, 

...Our American riders really trying to

As the rest of the competitorsarrived 
they all looked as if they had been in 
desert sandstorms for weeks. Ekins ar- 
rived with no teeth left on the rear 
sprocket. Then their time cards were 
checked and they left for the hotel to get 
cleaned up and SLEEP. 

La Paz was jumping with excitement, 
All the people would cheer the contest- 
ants and look over their carsand motor- 
cycles. The machines were a sight — 
dented rims, broken headlights, broken 
windshields, ‘lat tires, dented bodies, 
and loaded with mud and sand. 

As the riders and drivers recuperated 
they all got together and told stories of 
what had happened and how they were 
going to prepare the car or bike for 
next year.

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DRAG RACING

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Jet powered cycle! Three hundred and sixty horsepower atthe rear wheel! 


Some say it can’t be real and yet, just such a machine was unveiled at Fom 
tana International Raceway last Sunday. The jet action turbine is mounted in 
an old Harley frame with an appearance as though something had been left 
out. The power unit is a compact engine manufactured by Turbinique. it can- 
not really be considered a jet or true turbine, for it operates independent of 


any incoming free air. 


The engine is composed of our parts. 
Ignition, fuel supply, combustion cham- 
ber and turbine. The combustion cham- 
ber is a.cast sphere, somewhat re- 
sembling a globe of the earth with a 
spark plug at the north pole and fuel 
lines entering in Asia and Europe. One 
fuel line contains oxygen content gas, 
while the second delivers a combustion- 
able fuel. As each enters the chamber in 
correct proportion, a spark is released 
that starts unceasing combustion. The 
expanding explosive forces are then 
passed via a pipe to the turbine unit and 
lastly expelled into the air. A sprocket 


is fixed to the turbine’s shaft that sup- 
ports the impeller blades and last, the 
power is transferred by a chain to the 
rear wheel. No clutch or transmission. 
The machine has two throttle controls, 
one each on the left and right side of the 
handlebars, As the rider is staged in the 
starting lights, he flicks a switch that 
delivers the initial sparkandas the cycle 
slowly moves out, he turns the wicks for 
a proper ratio of oxygen to fuel. Power 
is instantaniously delivered in a whoosh 
of hot air. No tire smoke, just bang and 
hissss! 

Alas, as with all new things there are 
problems to be solved. Sunday, the tur- 


bine bike ran the quarter mile in 13 
seconds and at a speed of 107 mph. 

One sixty plus, is the potential and 
God only knows what E.T. Maybe we will 
see next week, as it was promised to 
return at Fontana Raceway for bracket 
competition.

Quick speeds and elapsed times are 
the prime requisites for top eliminator 
and Joe Smith topped them all in quali- 
fying with a 10.26 E.T. at 138 mph. 

Carl Morrow, M. Disharoon and Bob 
Braverman filled the deck of competition 
with aces. Alas, everyone can’t have a 
winning hand and Bob Braverman’ s 125 
mph Yamaha drew to. a loss as did 
Disharoon. 

Carl Morrow and Joe Smith were the 
only two players left, with Smith holding 
the higher hand. 

Smith staged the 80-inch Harley while 
Morrow was burning in his tire, using 
the staging area fence as a front brake. 

Morrow was a little late in reaching 
the lights and Smith grew impatient. 
When Morrow staged, Smith looked up to 
the lights and found he was out of the 
staging lights, an automatic red light 
when the countdown starts and it had! 

Carl won top eliminator turning 11.50 
— 116.58. Not bad at all, on 65 inches of 
gas burning Harley Davidson. A note of 
interest to some Harley owners, is that 
Carl’s carburetor is a bigS.U, unit taken 
from a Jaguar automobile.

ANSWER: Lets start with the neces- 

sity of one. This first 
ting is the lower one on a piston 
and is responsible for oiling the 
cylinder walls, thus it’s necessity 
is established. The next ring or 
tings are solely for retaining the 
expanding gasses above the piston. 
In engines of small displacement or 
low compression, one ring may be 
all that is needed. However, in most 
engines above 250cc the combustion 
pressures are great enough to re- 
quire two rings. 

It’s a fact that the fewer rings 
that can be used, the better. Most 
of the heat in a piston is transferred 
from cylinder wall to piston via the 
ring, because it is in constant con- 
tact with the wall, while piston skirt 
contacts areless conductive to heat, 
due to intermittent friction with the 
cylinder. Rings are also additional 
weight to.the piston, which may 
seem unimportant but every little 
bit counts in a high performance

MOTHER MUD: 
PACIFIC NORTHWEST ENDURO 
SEASON OPENS

As the calendar rolls around 
to the fall of the year, in the Pa- 
cific Northwest, the dust begins 
to settle at an alarming rate. 
Streams begin to flow over their 
banks, and mother earth tums to 
varied consistencies of mud. To 
many citizens of the Pacific 
Northwest this is a rather dis- 
tasteful time of year, but to the 
majority of motorcyclists it is 
welcomed with pronounced joy, 
for soon the enduros will begin. 


The season opener has been marked 
for the last thirty-five years, by the 
Washington State Championship Cowbell 
Enduro; sponsored by the Mount Baker 
Motorcycle Club, of Bellingham, Wash- 
ington, Since its beginning, in 1931, rider 
participation has grown from sevenanx- 
ious competitors on the starting grid, to 
this year’s total of 285. Originally pat- 
terned after the Jack Pine, the Cowbell 
offers a challenge and scenery incompre- 
hensible unless personally witnessed. 
Scheduled for the first or second week in 
November, the run ranges in terrain from 
soggy lowlands to the foothills surround- 
ing Mount Baker. It encompassing a 
distance of about one hundred and fifty 
miles. 

The riders departed from the starting 
grid in teams of three, each minute. 
Overall time was slightly under six 
hours, giving the total run an average 
speed of about twenty-seven miles an 
hour. The riders were timed from check 
to check at seven points to break ties.

changed the port timing, (6) added new 
expansion chamber, and (7) added eight- 
een-inch wheels and competition tires. 
He also took off the lights and added 
bigger fins on the head and cylinder for 
better cooling. 

To prove the bike, they had Jim 
Peterson ride the local TT’s in the 
latter part of 1966. He won 17 of 21 
races entered, plus two Sweepstakes. 
The machine was then taken to Bonne- 
ville where it set a new 100cc record of 
72 miles per hour; they just changed the 
tires, gearing, jetting, and let her go. 

Dealers up and down the west coast 
really liked the bike, but they needed a 
good price, and back to Italy went 
American Marine Industries, The Ital- 
ians said they were nuts: It would use 
too much gas, and the engine was too 
hot. After a while they finally got it 
through their. heads that the American 
market was completely different, and 
the machine was put into production, 
to be called the XC- 100. 

We recently took a couple of stock 
machines out to put them through their 
paces on the open desert trails, hills, 
and jumps on one hot Saturday after- 
noon, and incidentally, had a ball test-

more than tripled in the last two years. 
As an example, in desert events in 
Southern California, the trail bike class 
has gone from thirty or forty riders to 
the present entries of 120 to 160 per 
event, There are two main reasons for 
this increase: one, the machines' low 
cost, and most important, the much- 
improved engineering and power output 
of the hundreds. 

It is now possible to have a machine 
that will really turn up the rpm’s, 
getting up to a speed of 55 miles per 
hour real quick, for between $400. and 
$500.00. 

Three years ago Leo Krenzler, presi- 
dent of American Marine Industries, 
decided to bring a 100cc machine into 
the U.S.A. to compete in this hot market. 
He went to several manufacturers in 
Italy, and finally worked out a program 
with the Beta Corporation of Florence, 
Italy, who were at that time manufactur- 
ing only 50cc street machines set up to 
last 20,000 miles and get 100 miles per 
gallon, as gas over there is $2.75 a 
gallon. The new Moto Beta, as it was 
going to be called, would be manufactured 
for export only. 

The first machine introduced was the 
80ce XTR80, which was rejected by the 
dealers in the U.S., so the XTR100 was 
brought over and this still had a way to 
go, as it had a weak front end, narrow 
tires, small brake hub, etc. 

Then Dennis Albright, the district 
sales manager for Moto Beta, decided 
to build a machine here in Southern 
California according to the dealers’ 
specifications, He took the XTR100, and 
added: (1) Ceriani suspension, (2) a 
lighter frame, (3) better swinging arm, 
(4) a bigger and redesigned seat, (5) 


ing them. 

My impressions of the bike were that 
(1) the front forks are great, but in the 
desert they should have another inch- 
and-a-half rake, (2) the engine was a 
pleasant surprise, as it had plenty of 
power for the class, and the big head 
and cylinder kept it running cool, (3) 
the three-gallon gas tank is an asset on 
a long run, (4) the rear shocks are the 
best I have ever seen on a bike of this 
price range, and (5) the brakes held up 
very well. 

After this brief introduction to the 
bike, I decided to enter the Moto Beta 
in a Hare Scrambles, so we made a 
couple of quick changes, such as putting 
on a quick-turn throttle and changing the 
bars (both of these, of course, are just 
my preference), We also changed the 
expansion chamber to give us higher 
rpm's. The bike pulled very well off 
the starting line and I stayed right with 
the first ten riders, feeling as though I 
had as much power as any of them. 
Later on I dropped the chain, and after 
checking it over I found that it was 
rather small, and felt sorry that we 
hadn't replaced it with a larger one, 

The Moto Beta was expressly de- 
signed for competition, and therefore it 
is not necessary to take off lights and 
mess with wiring, or even pay íor 
them. This means that if you want a 
bike to ride in the dirt, your money will 
go for only that purpose. I think it's 
great for the buying public that different 
manufacturers are competing for the 
buyer's dollars. This competition im- 
proves the equipment available to us, 
and the Moto Beta XC-100 should be a 
strong competitor in the races as well 
as in the showroom.
